Whilo sincerely thanking friend 
MoDonald for his generally fair and | 
manly treatment of our oase, wo 
must dissent from his opinion that 
the “article in question is coarsely- 
written,” or that it is useless. Ifa 
plain statement of a fearful outrage 
and the use of scientific terms be 
necessarily “coarse,” then the charge 
is true, otherwise it is not true, As 
to the uselessness of such articles, 
many of us remember the time when 
revitals of the abuses of masters’ 
rights under chattel slavery were 
refused admittance to the newspa- 
pers, north as weilas south, for the 
same reason, viz: that they were 
harrowing to the feelings of the 
reader and could do no good—were 
“useless.” It was freely adinitted 
that many of these harrowing reci- 
tals were true, but it was maintained 
that. thesa were exceptional cases, 
and that they came under the head 


[of unavoidable abuses of a good and 


benevolent system—the patriarchal 
aystein of master afid “servant. It 
would do no good to parade these 
exceptional abuses before the public 
eye, 

Dut hy degrees the truth dawned 
upon the public mind that a system 
which rendered such abuses possible 
conld not be a good system, and that 
the true and only way to protect the 
slave against the abuse of masters’ 
rights was to abolish those rights 
altogether, 

Tor a like reason we maintain 
that the only way to protect woman 
from the “abuse of marital rights’ 
(hushands’ rights) is to abolish those 
rights altogether. 

Js it objected that to abolish mar- 
ital rights would be to abolish the 
marriage relation altogether? If sọ, 
wo answer, if the marriage relation 
cannot survive tho abolition of mar- 
ital rights, then in God's name--we 
mean, in humanity's name--let mar- 
riage gol For many centuries 0c- 
clesiastic marriage has meant the 
domination of man over woman, CR- 
pecially in the sex-relation, aud so 
far as statute Taw makes marriage 
anything but a civil contract to be 
voluntarily entered into and dis- 
solved at pleasuro by the contract- 
ing parties, statuto marriage is sim- 
ply ecclesiastio marriago under an- 
other name, Evelestastic marriage 
is patriarchalisim quite as much as 
chattel slavery was a patriarchal in- 
stitution, ltmakes the husband and 
father the head and autocrat of the 
family. 

If we cannot civilize marriage by 
ridding it of its patriarchal, its bar- 
Darie features, then let it go alto- 
gether, namo and alls and let us re- 
construct the ethics of sex-associa- 
tion undera new and better name. 

While we wonld not needlessly 
shock the feelings of any reader we 
believe in the use of plain language 
—naked  words--when the occasion 
requires it. And if ever strong, ro- 
bust, naked Janguage is needed sure- 
ly itis needed when a helpless wo- 
man is murdered suddenly, or by, 
slow degrees, by the exercise of her 
husband's marital rights. While it 
is doubtless true that the case men- 
tioned by W. G. Markland is an ex- 
treine one, yet when we reflect that 
it is next to impossible to get women 
to testify against their husbands in 
case of such outrages, it makes it all

What was this fronzy ond furor of 
murdorous feeling for? If the men who 
did this lawless deed of our Christian 
civilization Lave any reflection, reason 
or foresight, and wilt calmly look at tho 
character and results of their seuseless 
nnd uomanly act, they will seo that all 
such movemoute instoad of preventing 
vice and crime, stimulate and enhance 
them, by a natural law,

Returning from Oskaluosa the other 
day, on the train, I fell in company with 
an old citizen, one who more than once 
has been intrnsted with high official po~ 
sition in this conoty, when the following 
conversation, in substance if not in 
words, took place:

time, our means, our sleep and our peace 
of mind. Now whut more do they want? 
Da these pooplo want what litle prop- 
erty or money we haveloft? Ther why 
dont they come and luke it by force, us 
they took our liberty by force? Then 
they could justly claim tho credit of the 
evtiro transaction, Now, it sooma they 
dont want all tho honor (?) of this busi- 
ness} they want us to shouldor a part of 
it by voluuturily ‘coming forward and 
humbly saying: i 

‘Plouse, goutlomon, tako this money 
und lot the criminula go’ * 

“If we wore to do this then these peo- 
ple could justly accuse us of having 
done something in this case, ‘Thon tru- 
ly the credit or blamo of tho matter’ 
would be divided between those who bo- 
gan the robbery and those who assisted 
in its completion by voluntarily bringe

thanks to n naturally good constitution 
and to thoall-suataining power of a “con- 
science void of offenso,” Lilian's healt h 
has borno up wondorfully well; and the 
samocan bo said of Edwin's, although 
his condnement hus beon more continu. 
ous, and although from his naturally ne- 
tive disposition and habits of ìo the 
imprisonmont has been more chafing to 
him than to her, 

Notr.—Something was said in this 
conversation in rogard to the attitude of 
the county commissionors, Commission- 
or laue last winter told the prisoners 
that they could stny thoro “tiM hell 
freezos over,” This man has sinco gone 
ont of ofice, and about the same timo 
took hia departure from thia world, Tho 
prisonors can perhaps courolo themeclys 
with the hopo that somo day Mr. Slano 
will “materialize,” and say to his success- 
ora in office, “Time up, goutlemen, Hell's 
frozen over; let the rebellious Autono-

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COMSTOCK LAWS.

It is diffieut to know what to tbink of 
the jury and the judge who passed such 
a sentence upon such a conviction, t ut 
tbere need be no difficulty in reaching 
the conclusion that the cause of public 
morals is injured, not supported, by such 
flagrant abuso of the law. It is, how- 
evor, fo be hoped that this really mon- 
strous causo of tyranny and injustice 
will decide the New York Legistature to 
pass tho bilt now before it making it a 
pezal offense to eutice any one into com- 
mitting a breach of the law for the pur- 
pose of procnring evideuce on which to 
prosecute,” 

There is nothing new in our own case, 
except thatit daily grows more appa- 
rent that oura is by no means anisolated 
or exceptional case but that it followa 
nuturally in the long line of similar at- 
tempts by church-state authority to 
crush the freedom of speech and of 
press. In next issue we shall try totgive 
some accounts of similar attempts at 
suppression in bygong yoars, 


RLORL TONS OPINION, 

We givo elsewhero the first half of 
Chief Justico Horton’s “opinion.” Wa 
wrote out n somewhat extended reply to 
most of the points of this opinion and 
gave if to the Capital” (Topeka) for 
publication, as that paper had published 
the opinion in full, © Our reply has not 
yot appeared in the “Capital” and we 
haye reecived no explanation in regard 


thereto. Wo herewith give the latter 
part of that reply: 
A “CONSCLENCK,”” 


Onco more only: We are told by 
the judges that conseienea does not 
enter asa factor in the settlement ol 
this question, Letus sea: To com- 
pe! a man to do ‘what, ho believes to 
2o morally wrong is to violate his 
rights of conscience, provided that 
in claiming his rights of conscience 
he commits no crime against any 
vthor person, Now, in ordar to get 
the official sanction and official rec- 
ord toa marriage, the parties must, 
by words andby tha payment of 
fees, acknowlodge the right of the 
state tu regulate tho sox relations of 
men and women; must acknowledge 
the right of the stato to say what is 
moral and what is immoral’ in such 
sex-nssociation, ‘his assumed right 
of tho state we deny. As before 
stated wa believe that laws should 
be oyyfined to the punishment of 
crimes, and until a crime can be 
proved (a real crime, not a law-create 
ed one) the state has no right to in. 
terfere. Wo regard this attempt to 
regulate the affairs of men and wo» 
men through marriage laws as being 
wholly forgign to secular govern- 
ment. Itissimply a relic of ccelo. 
siasticism which claims that men and 
women cannot govern themselves, 
but must bo governed by a “higher 
power,” Ifence to submit to these 
regulations imposed by tho state is 
simply to submit to ecclesiasticiam 
—18 asmuch a violation of our rights 
of conscience as it would be to com- 
pel us to bow the knee when tho 
“Crucifix” is elevated in public, 

Tho most sacred right on earth 
of which wo have any knowledge 
is woman's right to the ownership 
and control of her sexehyod, of her 
maternal functions, for upon wo- 
man's inorality, woman's rectitude 
in this regard depends not only bor 
own happiness and tho happiness 
of tho homes of which she is the 
central figure, but also the hopes of 
happiness and improvement for fu- 
ture generations. ‘Cho common view 
of marriago takes from woman this 
right to self-ownership. It gives 
to man the right to invade tho sa 
eredness of woman's sex-hood and 
maternity, ‘The promiso (oxpreased 
or impiied) that sho wìll love, honor 
and obey her husband ds long as 
both shall live, is regarded in tho 
naturo of an Pronctad oath,” from 
which there is.no honorable release 
but death, Civil law—bat not es- 
clesiastic—does give the woman re- 
lease from this oath for certain “val 
id reasons,” but tho failure of conju- 
gai love between the couple is “not 
one of those reasons, So when a 
woman takes her marriage vow she 
mortgages her body, her sex-lood, 
to a man for life—pledyes herself to 
live with him inthe intimate rela- 
tion of wile even when the last vea- 
tige of conjugal love has been dis- 
placed by conjugal hate. 

To be obliged to make sucha 
promise as this either openly or by 
tacit ‘acknowledgement, would be a 
violation of our rights of aonseience, 
and this is just what we would havo 
had to do, according to Judge Val- 
entine, in order to get an official ree= 
ord of the marnage. 

The inconsistency of Norton’s 
“opinion” isappareut when he came 
pares the oflicial record of marriage 


that Anthony Comstock was commis. jto s record of deeds in the convey— 


ance of land tenures, ‘The uso of a 
woman's person is not a marketable 
commodity, or should not be, as land 
now is; and women are not sent to 
Jail because they refuse to fee a 
magistrate or probate for a legal 
record of land conveyance, 

The Quakers are allowed exemp- 
tion from the operation of tho “mar- 
riage act,” simply and solely because 
they havo conscientious scruples 
against acknowledging the right of 
the state to control and regulate the 
marriage relauon; where then is the 
justice in denying to us our equal 
“rights of conscience?” 


SIX WON WES IN JAIL, 

On to-morrow (Mareh 19) six 
months will have elapsed since the 
“autonomistic marriage” of Edwin 
Walker and Lillian Harman, for the 
consummation of which atrocious 
erime they were arrested next morn- 


ing. This crime—the alleged crime 
of “living together as man and wile 
without being married"—was by no 
means uncommon in Kansas, ~ lu- 
stances innumerable had occurred, 
nre constantly ocenrring, ‘in which 
menand women ocenpy the same 
room and Led, one or more nights 
without being married, without in» 
tending narringe in a legal sense, 
aud yet nothing is done, scarecly 
ir anything said or thought about 
the matter, Many other cases have 
vecurred, are constantly occurring, 
in which parties live togetheras hns- 
band and wile who are willing to 
recognize cach other as such, who 
have not been married by an officer 
armed with a license. But, so far 
as we bavo heard, no parties have 
ever yet been sent to jail for an al- 
legel breach of the 12th section of 
the Kansas marriage act before the 
20th day of last September, 

Why then, (it will bo asked) 
should an example be mado of theso 
two persons when so many others 
wero equally amenable to the pro 
visions of the section of the “act” 
said to be violated by them? There 
scems to bo butono answer to this 
question, viz: 

Edwin Walker and Lillian Har- 
man openly and publicly claimed 
their rightto marry themselves in 
their own way, and to docide tor 
thomselves what it is that eonsti- 
tutes true morality in the sex-rela- 
tions of men and women. ‘hey ro- 
fused to, accept socicty’s definition 
of marriage—of what is moral in ser- 
rolations-~rofused to acvept the 
church definition of marriage, for 
tha state does not fin the Kansas 
statute] deline whatthe term mar- 
riago really means, exceptthat it is 
a "civil contract to which the con- 
sent of the parties is essential.” 

‘This is their offence, and for this 
they aro singled out as criminals 
above all other criminals against the 
marriage code of Kansas, For this 
merely technical offence they have 
now nearly completed tho sixth 
month of their imprisonmont at the 
hands of their old neighbors, the 
citizens of Jefferson county, Kansas, 
who now can boast the proud honor 
(t) of being the first to sonta girl 
of tender years and unimpeachable 
reputation, to prisou for no other 
vause than an assumed irregularity 
in her method of getting married, 

A more exact statement in regard 
to the time the prisoners have been 
inearcer sted would be this? Edwin 
was put into j.ilon the Qist day of 
September last, and has never been 
out since except when brought out 
for trial. Sometime in November 
he was putinto the cell he now oc- 
enpics and has not been ont of it 
sicco for a single moment—so wo 
understand. Lillian, however, was 
not actually incarcerated [except 
those two ever memorable nights in 
the underground jail at Topeka] un- 
til about one month after the arrest. 
She was allowed by the sheriif to re- 
muin ontside at the jailor’s house,un- 
der a nominal guard,and it is but jus- 
tioo to Sherif Housh to say that 
she would not then have been placed 
inacellifit had not been for the 
imperative orders of Robert Crozier 
who declared that “she must be pun» 
ished” 

ftwould be interesting to know 
whether this modern Jetfreys does 
not think that five months? actual 
imprisonment in an iron cage is not 
punishment enough for the crime of 
vetting married withont obtaining 
permission from tho great state of 

Kansas!

It, W. BEECHER. 

One of the noted events of the 
current year, thus far, isthe rather 
sudden and unexpected demise of% 
the most noted pulpit orator that 
America has yet produced, Hreny 
Ward Beecher. The lastand great- 
est work of the great Brooklyn 
preacher was his series of sermons 
on “the bearings of the evolutionary 
philosopby on the fundamental doc- 
tines of evangelical Christianity.”

Of all the heretical preachers of 
the present day, and their name is 
legion, none haq it in his power to 
deal old theology a Liew so stagger- 
ing as did H. W. Beecher, and for 
this, chiefly, will he be remembered 
with gratitude by fnture generations, 
For, while his services in behalf of 
the down-trodden black slave will 
not soon be forgotten, his alliance 
with and support of the capitalistic 
masters in the newer slave systems . 
of to-day, willlikewise be long re- 
membered, : 

The attitude of the Chicago Min- 
ister’s Alliance, in refusing to send 
resolutions of condolence to Mr, 
Beecher’s widow, is strongly criticis- 
ed and condemned by the press, re- 
ligious and secular, Bat how could 
they do otherwise and be consistent 
defenders of orthodox Christianity?
